Battle Between the Constitution and the 
Java — Terrible Havoc on Board the 
English Frigate — The Paimy Days isa 
American Naval History.

HEN the war of 
1812 broke out the 
strongest powers 
in Washington 
seriously proposed 
to lay up and dis 
mantle the Amer 
ican fleet in order 
to save it from 
capture.

Of this number six were frigates and the 
rest sloops, brigs and schooners.

ish navy had 280 line of battle ships, carry- 
ing from 60 to 120 guns each, with about 
600 vessels of smaller rank.

During the first half of the fight the ves- 
sels remained at a distance from each 
other, and Bainbridge finally determined 
to close in and stand the Java’s raking, 
so that he could put in some of the de 
structive hull shots for which American 
captains were famous. The Java soon 
had her bowsprit shot down, and Bain- 
bridge turned the Constitution sharply 
on her heel and dashed away from the 
raking fire of the other. 

The Java was now quite unmanage- 
able with her headsails gone, and the 
Constitution fell astern of her and raked 
her deck. Again the Constitution turned 
on her heel to avoid a return fire. The 
Java was soon alongside, however, her 
captain determined to board the Ameri , 
can. The ganners of the Constitution 
frustrated this attempt by their admirabic 
firing. The Java in closing ran her jib 
boom into the mizzen rigging of her op 
ponent, but she soon Jost both her jib and 
the head of her bawsprit, and received a 
severe raking from the stern. The fore 
mast went down under this fire, carrying 
in the forecastle and main deck: 

Bainbridge hauled off the Constitution 
rapidly, avoidinga raking fire by doing so, 
and shortly came up under the Java’s 
quarter without receiving a shot. The 
vessels were now broadside to broadside. 
At the next fire of the Constitution the 
Java lost her mizzenmast, and all that 
remained was her mainmast with its yards 
gene. The English captain now ceased 
firing, but it was noticed did not strike 
his colors.

Her mizzenmast, which fel) 
during the fight, was cut close to the deck 
nud her foremast about twenty-five feet up. 
The hull shots from the Constitution had 
torn her sides open and she was leaking 
badly. ‘The English commander had fallen 
during the fight morta\!y wounded. The 
second in command, finding his vessel a 
hopeless wreck, surrendered. Among the 
prisoners was Gen. Hislop, governor of 
Bombay, and a number of officers of that 
colony. After the removal of prisoners and 
valuables Bainbridge ordered the capture 
to be blown up. 

The casualties on the Constitution were 
thirty-four killed and wounded. Of those 
on the Java three sets of figures are record- 
ed. The English official report gives 22 
killed and 101 wounded. Bainbridge re. 
ported to his government thatthe Java 
had 60 killed and 101 wounded, but an 
officer of the Bombay service wrote on the 
day of the battle from on board’ the Java 
that the losses Were 65 killed and 170 
wounded. All of these differences may 
be reconciled by taking into account that 
the Java had on board men of two arms of 
service—military and naval. The military 
assisted in the fight and thirteen of them 
were killed. Doubtless the English naval 
reports gave only the list of seamen, and 
the figures supplied to Bainbridge were in. 
complete, while those given by the military 
ofiicer included both classes of fighting 
men and were correct. 

The victary of the Constitution over the 
Java closed the brilliant achievements of 
the year 1812 for the little navy which 
Bainbridge had promised should give a 
good account of itself. The campaign at 
sea had opened in August with the loss to 
the British of the Guerriere in battle with 
the Constitution, then of the Frolic with the 
Wesp, and of the Macedonian with the 
United States, and at the close of December 
thesecond victory of the Constitution. With 
this exploit the cruise of the squadron un. 
der Bainbridge closed so far as he was con. 
cerned. 

The Hornet cruised off the South Amer 
ican coast until February, and on the 24th 
of that month encountered the English 
brig-of-war Peacock, the first fire being 
broadsides exchanged at half pistoi range. 
Lawrence soon placed the Hornet on his 


low fire that cut her into pieces, killing 
her captain and disabling forty of her 
crew. The English colors were struck, 
_and before the wounded could be removed 
she went down, carrying sevetal of ber 
crew and three of the Hornet's men whe 
tried to rescue their unfortunate foemen. 
| After this Lawrence followed Buiubridze 


Commodore Bainbridge reached Boston 
early in 1813, and was greeted with an 
ovation. Signal guns announced the ar- 


ple. When he walked along, supported 
on either side by the naval heroes Rogers 
and Hull—it was Hull who, with the Con- 
stitution, defeated the Guerriere—the en- 
thusiasm of the crowd ran high. 

The Massachusetts legislature, then in 
session, gave a vote of thanks to Bain- 
bridge and the officers and crew of the 
Constitution for their victory over the 
Java. From that time the Constitution 
was popularly called “Old Ironsides.” 
Buinbridge commanded in Boston harbor 
during the remainder of the war and de 
fended it zorlously against British en 
croachments. From that time forward, 
throughout a long official career, nothing 
occurred to dim the luster of the honors 
won in that daring battle on the decks of

LODGE ROOM GOSSIP. 


NEWS AND NOTES OF THE VARIOUS 
SECRET SOCIETIES. 


The Grand United Order of Odd Fellows, 
-@ Society of Colored People, and John 
J. Smith, One of Its Most Prominent 
Officers. 


The Grand United Order of Odd Fellows 
includes almost all of the more intelligent 
and thrifty colored ‘people in the vicinity 
of Boston, says The Globe, of that city. It 
has exerted upon its members a vast 
amount of influence for good. It is looked 
upon not only as the largest, but as the 
only representative order of colored men, 
not only in New England. but in the 
United States. 

The first lodge in America was the Philo- 
mathean, 646, and was opened by Peter 
Ogden in 1843. It is called the mother of 
all the other United States lodges. 

TheG. U. O. O. F. in America works un. 
der a dispensation from the G. U. O. O. F. 
in oe This is because of the fact 

that previous to 
1841 colored men 
had made applica. 
tion for admission 
tothe 1.0. O. F., 
but were refused. 
However, the or 
_ der was started in 
° 1843, and from 
that one lodge

Sie, tuted, until today 
“the lodges in this 
country are in-the 
three thousands. 
‘ and are found in 
every state of the Union, withthe excep - 
tionof the three northern New England 
states. Lodges have also béen opened in 
Canada and the West Indies, and steps are 
about to be taken for the introduction of 
the order among the people of mixed blood 
in South America, Mexico and Central 
America. 

The order is divided into four d{strict 
houses—the Subordinate lodge, Past Grand 
Master’s council, Household of Ruth, and 
the Patriarchs. The last is the military 
branch; the Houschold of Ruth is the fe 
male department. 

The erder as a whole is soreness bya 
committee of. management in Eagland. 
Their charters, pass words and other works 
are received from that body. 

The grand master of the order in this 
country is William M. T. Forester, of Rich 
mond, Va. 

Four years after the introduction of Odd 
Fellowship amon% colored men in this 
country Bay State lodge, 814, was opened. 

Almost fom its beginning this lodge 
was foremost in advancing the rights of 
the race. At that time colored organiza- 
tions were not permitted to use Faneuil 
Hall. In 1848, when Josiah Quincy was 
mayor, the lodge, through his influence and 
that of many other citizens, celebrated 
its first. anniversary in that hall. The 
hall was crowded. Mayor Quincy was 
present with his wife, and made an ad. 
dress, the oration being delivered by John 
J.Smith. Alsoat this anniversary were the 
delegates to the first biennial! session of the 
G. U. O. O. F. in America. 

Bay State lodge was also allowed to 
parade in the procession celebrating the in- 
troduction of water into Boston in 1849, 
being thereby the first colored organiza- 
tion to take part in a public demonstration 
of that kind in Boston. 

According tothe papers of that time con- 
siderable excitement was created about 
this participation. 

With the exception of. John J. Smith all 
of its founders are dead. John J. Smith is 
the oldest colored Odd Fellow in New Eng: 
land, not by age, but by membership in the 
order. - 

Mr. Smith was born in Richmond, Va., 
and went to Boston when he was 19 years 
old. Hardly had his feet touched the 
streets of Boston when he was found agi- 
tating, incompany with Benjamin Roberts, 
for the cause of his people in Boston. He 
has served in the Republican ward and 
city committee and in the common coun- 
cil; has been to the legislature and served 
on several important committees, among 
which is the committee on federal relations; 
has been a delegate to the Republican 
state convention over twenty times, and 
was delegate to the national Republican 
convention that nominated Gen. Garfield 
for president.

Soon the 
intense excitement of the situation was 
beginning to tell on him, when at 2.14} 
he made Robey street, and he was pant- 
ing for breath. Still men shouted and 
women screamed. The boy joined in 
and swelled the high refrain. But he 
could not break away, and, though re- 
luctantly, he madly sped on., 

The end came finally. A. E. Allen, an 
employe in a paint store, rushed into the 
street with a huge knife, the only one 
available along Hennie's entire right of 
way, and trotting along by the boy’s 
side hacked the ropein twain.
